Andrew Casolini led the pledge to the flag. 
 
Minutes from the previous regular board meeting held on March 8, 2004 were presented for 
approval. A motion was made by Councilwoman Glor, seconded by Councilman Finger to approve 
as presented.

Communications � The Town Clerk presented the following:  
 
A Resolution passed by Erie County Legislature allowing deployed military personnel an extension 
of time to pay property taxes without penalties and interest and asking local municipalities for 
support. 
 
The Water Sampling Report was received from the Village of Akron for March 2 � 3, 2004 with all 
levels being within acceptable ranges. 
 
A copy of a letter from Senator Mary Lou Rath to the NYS Thruway Authority requesting updates 
on the Draft Design Report and Environmental Impact Statements for the Williamsville Toll Barrier 
project.

Work Session: Supervisor Summe reported that a work session was held on March 15, 2004 and the 
following issues were discussed: a meeting with Akron Little League Football representatives, the 
Senior Center, the new Town Hall, the connector trail project, the Pest Grant update, update on labor 
negotiations, waste water meeting with village, WNY Stormwater Coalition, lateral restriction 
application for 13424 Stage Rd and the airport re-zoning, as well as other issues.   
 
Privilege of the Floor � Sheriff Pat Flynn informed us that the citizen�s survey is still on going and 
several town informational meetings are scheduled. The next one is March 31 at ECC North, which 
will be the closest meeting for the Akron-Newstead area. 
 
Approval of Bills -Councilwoman Glor reported that the Abstract from Batch #248 & 249 from the 
3/8/04 meeting has been reviewed with the previously UN-audited vouchers and everything was 
found in order. She presented Abstract Batch #254 & 255. Vouchers on these abstracts numbered 
183-185,186-259 totaling $179,631.33 and were presented for payment approval by Councilwoman 
Glor, seconded by Councilman Finger to approve payment.
